A Curious Mausoleum Recently Discov- 


ered In Saie-AHenburg. 


One of the most curious mausoleums 


in the world was discovered recently 
in an orchard at the village cl Noefo- 
•lenitz, in Saxe-Altenburg. A gigantic 
cak tree, which a storm had robbed 
or its crown, was up for public auc- 
tion. Among the bidders happened to 
be Baron von Thummel, scion of 
:i 


family of ancient lineage that has 
given the world of literature one 
charming poet and the fatherland 
many distinguished statesmen. 
The 


l:-aron, who lives on a neighboring es 
tate, had ridden to the auction placa 
r;uite accidentally. Finally the " tree 
was knocked down to him for 200 
marks. Upon his arrival at the castle 
lie told an old servant of his purchase, 
describing the tree and its situation. 
The old servant said he remembered 
attending the funeral of a Baron Thum- 
mel 70 or 80 years ago, and that tho 
body had been buried in a thousand- 
year-old oak, belonging to the parson- 
age. Investigation clearly proved that 
the orchard had once been tho proper- 
ty of the village church, aud that at 
one side of the old oak was an iron 
shutter, rusty and time-worn, that the 
people of the town had always sup- 
posed to have been placed there by 
some joker or mischievous boys. The 
iron shutter proved to be the gate to 
the mausoleum of Baron Hans Wil- 
helm von Thummel, at one time minis- 
ter of the state of Saxe-Altenburg, who 
died in 1824, and wished to ba buried 
"in the thousand-year-old tree he loved 
KO well." 
In the hollow of the tree 


['[iron Hans caused to be built a sep- 
ulchre of Folid masonry, large enoug-li 
to accommodate his coffin. The coffin 
«-as placed there, as the church records 
show, on March 3.1S24, and the opening 
was closed by an iron grate. In the 
course of time a wall of wood grew 
over the opening, which had been en- 
larged to admit the coffin and the work- 
men, and for many years it has been 
completely shut, thus removing the 
last vestige of the odd use to which 
the old tree had been put. Tlie trse 
has still some life in it, and its rich 
verdure is only now turning a violet 
tint. The coffin in which Baron Hans 
reposes has on one side grown to the 
tree, the dead and the live wood joining 
together in eternal embrace.—Public 
Opinion.

"Eight here is where we are smart- 


er than our cousins across the sea. A 
Yankee farmer doesn't want a ma- 
chine that will wear a quarter of a 
century, for he knows that in two or 
three y/ears a greatly improved one will 
be on the market, and his implement 
will be obsolete. The English seem to 
take no account of this, and whatever 
they build is for a generation. In this 
way they have been distanced in many 
lines of manufacturing by their Amer- 
ican competitors, but that doesn't af- 
fect their system in the least, and they 
will keep on imagining theirs the su- 
perior policy."—Washington Star.

THIEYES. 


Masked Men Overpower the Cashier 


and Get Away With About $10,- 


ooo in Cash—The Officers 


Came to Decatur. 


Tho fact that the private banking house 


of Pickrell & Co., at the town of Buffalo, 
on the main line of tho Wabaah railroad, 
;wenty-four miles west of Decatur, was 
entered by two robbers yesterday at noon 
and cash to the amount of several thou 
sand dollars carried off was stated in the 
columns of the Republican last evening. 
It was difficult to obtain the particular! 
of the bold act because it seemed that all 
of the people of the town were completely 
dazed by the discovery of the'robbery. 


Particulars of the Affair. 


It was the hour of noon, a heavy rain 


was falling and the main street of the 
town on which the detached bank build- 
ng is located, was deserted, nobody ir 
sight, all gone homo to dinner, or out of 
sight in tho stores. Two masked men en- 
tered the bank, bound and gagged the 
cashier, Carl Klopponbcrg, and robbetl 
the safe of *5,OUO to $10,000. 


Robber* Rin<l tlio Cashier. 


Kloppenbarg was the only man in the, 


ba.uk at tho time. 
He was engaged n. 


losing tho safe preparatory to going to 
dinner. He was about to get up to wa 
on the visitors when both ran behind tht 
counter and grabbed him. As Kloppen 
berg turned around he was confronted 
with two drawn revolvers. Iiiko a flash 
a cloth was placed over his mouth. 


While one of the robbers was engaged 


in this work the other was securely fasten 
ing Kloppcnbcrg's arms and legs. Hav 
ing securely bound and gagged him thej 
threw him under the counter. 
Kloppon 


berg did not have an opportunity oven tx 
get a good vie . of tho men, so quickly 
WHS tho work done. 


Aftor they had disposed of Klopponbcrg 


the men leisurely gathered up all 
money they could find. 
It amounted to 


between $5,000 and §10,000, but ono o 
the robbers said: 


"It is a, poor haul." 
The men then wont outside and disap 


peared. 
| 


No Clew to the Thieves. 


It was thirty minutes before Kloppen 


berg was found by one of tho other ban! 
men, who had returned 
from his dinner 


rieveral persons noticed two wheelmei 
while they were in the village, but no on 
paid any particular attention to them. I 
was observed that one had rod hair, bu 
no further description is given. 


After the. robbery had been reported . 


posse was organized with A. A. Pickrell 
the bank president, at its head. The; 
tracked the wheels for a considerable dis 
tanco, hut in the riangamon river bottom 
all traco of the fugitives was lost. 


The men went towards Springfield, bu 


whether or not they reached the city i 
not known. Word was sent tho shcrif 
and chief of police as soon as the robber 
was discovered, and men were sent out t 
watch the roads for suspicions looking 
wheelmen. A few arrests were made 
but no one has boon detained. Tho belie 
is that tho robbers went into hiding ii 
the river bottoms and will remain ther 
until tho excitement blows over. 


The loss falls heavily on the bank, i 


being a new institution, having been ii 
operation hut a few months. 


Business was resnmed at the bank thi 


morning. 


Mr. Klopnenberg is personally knowi 


to a number of people in Decutiir as 
young man of unquestioned integrity, 
man who enjoys to the fullest extent th 
confidence of the bank officiiils and th 
merchants of the town. He was taker 
wholly unawares by the quick action o 
the robbers who did their work so speed 
ily, first placing him in an inactive state 
There were two loaded revolvers behim 
the counter, ono near the safe and th 
other lying within easy reach under th 
counter; but the cashier was powerless t 
use them. He was bound and gagged 
and could not see. All he could do wa 
to lie under the counter where he hai 
been pushed and wait until somebody 
came to release him. 


Mr. Pickrell, the president of the bank 


had great confidence in the security of hi 
bank. It is n stylish concern. It is 
new brick building, with modern fixture 
throughout. The windows arc secured by 
heavy iron bars, and on the counter ar 
barred windows and stylish screens, Par 
ties had solicited Fickrcll to carry a pol 
icy in the Fidelity Casualty company, bu 
bo would not listen to the story of the so 
licitors, claiming that he had more de 
pendcnce upon the two revolvers, and be 
sides he did not think that any gang 
woiild ever attempt to rob his bank. 


A story reached tho city last night tha 


it was positively known that one of th 
men in the job had hidden hia bicycle in 
the brush west of the town, and tha 
after the money was obtained he walket 
to the point where the wheel wag secretet 
and rode off. All attempts to overtak 
him last night failed. Bnt the people o 
tho village and the farmers are on th 
alert, and will speedily act if they com 
across any suspicious characters. 


Mr.Kloppenberg was alone at the bank 


because the president, Mr. A. A. Pickrel 
was ill. Had the robbers come in a shor 
time afterward they would have founc 
tho asfe securely locked and the young 
man ready to close the doors. Ho intend 
ed to shut up the bank during the time h 
was at dinner because of Mr. Pickrell'i 
absence. It was while preparing to clos 
the va^ilt tbat the thieves found him 
with his back to the door. 


The fact that both men eame TO the vil 


lage on wheels is not fully established 
but it is certain that one of them did. an< 
it is supposed that the other employee 
the same means to reach the town. On 
of the men at the local elevator observe! 
one of the robbers at the time he reachec 
the village. He rodo up to the railroat 


ulvert, west of town, and hid his wheel. 
After the robbery, he was Been running 
io the hiding place of the wheel and the 
lovator people saw him ride away on it. 
How the other robber laft the village is 
not known, but he probably had his wheel 
n biding at another point and left on it 
)y another road. 


The man who was seen to leave was 


tracked to a point between Dawson and 
iiverton. He rodo through the village 
of Dawson and was noticed by several 
people. At the time, no one there sus- 
pected that the he was it bank robber and 
they gave him no more attention than 
ihey would to any wheelman who hap- 
pened to pass through tho town. It is 
believed that the robber disposed of bib 
wheel near Biverton and caught a train. 
If ho did, he is now well out of the way 
of the posse of Buffalo people who went 
in search of him. 


The two men went to the bank well 


prepared for the work they hod on hand. 
To blindfold and shut off the cries of the 
assistant cashier, they had an old barber 
towel and a handkerchief. For a gag 
they used a piece of broom handle about 
five inches long. 
This was put in tho 


victim's mouth and was held in place by 
a stout cord that was placed back of his 
neck and fastened to each end of tho 
stick. Clothes lino was used in tying 
Mr. Kloppen berg's hands and feet.

men and a woman in a dilapidated wagon 
who were reported to have been seei 
driving west about the time of the rob 
bcry. Mr. Medcalf, a liveryman hitchec 
up to a buggy and with Constable BuriiF 
followed them to this city and to tho liv 
cry stablo of J. H. Epler. Here one o 
tho men suspected got out of tho vehicl 
and went into the stable. He carried ; 
suspicious looking siu:k and Burns ant 
Mcdcalf made up their minds that it con 
taiued the stolen treasure, FO when tb< 
man and woman who remained in tl;< 
cart drove on, Mcdcalf got out of his bus 
gy to watch tho man and the sack tha 
remained, while Burns followed the cou 
pie. He hail gone but it littli way when 
he espied thu star of an officer of the law. 
It was horno upon the breast of Merchant 
Policeman Stobcr and Burns called to 
Stober and took him in his buggy to aid 
in capturing tho man and woman. Tho 
movers turned east on Wood street and 
tho pursuer now grew bold since he had 
an officer with him, and hurried after. 
At tho court bouse Officer Cross was 
standing, Burns stopped long enough to 
let him in and they drove after the cart 
ahead'. It was soon overtaken and stop- 
ped. 
Officer Cross questioned its occu- 


pants and they told him that their names 
were Havorstaek ; that they were man and 
wife and were on their way to their old 
homo at Hume from Kansas; tlio man 
who had been left at Epler's barn was u 
brother of Havcrstaek and a distant rela- 
tive of Mr. Epler, and ho thought perhaps 
ho might get to work for him.

Tho cashier 
could give but a meagre description of the 
robbers, but as the Decatur officers got it 
from Mr. Medcalf they were reminded of 
the two young men that Inspector Fitz- 
patrick of Chicago, had telegraphed to ar- 
rest earlier in the day. Tho fact that 
these men had left the city but Wednes- 
day suggested the thoug&fc that they 
might be tbe robbers. 


Mr. Medealf and his companion return- 


ed to Buffalo last night.

had to be in constant motion and a- smal' 
hand bellows was then used in tho plact 
of the breath. Many of the important 
parts of the organ were discovered before 
tho Christian era. During the first ten 
centuries very little seems to have bear 
done to dcvelope the organ in size, com 
pass or mechanism. During the eleventh 
century tho first keys were invented. 
They were so large that they had 10 bt 
struck with the clenched fist. 
Great im 


provements havo been made in the orgai 
during the past two centuries. The larg- 
est; organs in the world are in the music 
halls of Boston and Cincinnati and at the 
Auditorium at Chicago. 


Mrs. West gave a history of the orato 


rio. 
She explained that tho oratorio in 


its modern form is a musical setting of a 
sacred story or text, taken from the btfolo 
and given iii a manner mors or less dra- 
matic. Sho then spoke of the different 
composers who has written oratorios and 
mentioned Handel us the greatest origina- 
tor among them. Prof. Charles K. Paine, 
i if Harvard university, has written tbs.
